In  September.  1877,  the  Republi¬

That  wait  about  the  beginning  of 
the  political  agitation  of  the  silver 
k  question  iu  the  Wettlem  Statea.  which 
baa  gone  on  until  at  length,  with  the 
tanner*  and  planter*  of  the  Weal  ami 
South  wittily  united  for  jtilver,  aud 
the  people  of  tbe  Middle  and  Enntern 
State*  by  no  means  united  for  gold,  a 
National  Republican  Convention  ha* 
adopted  oou>  mosometulism  a*  tbe 
supreme  iiutue  in  American  p  ihtu-a. 
Iu  plain  language  which  cnuiiot  be 
disputetl  the  Republican  Convention 
at  St.  Louis,  at  tbe  dictation  of  Rim* 
Platt  anti  Senator  Lotfge,  baie  forced 
tbe  party  to  take  up  an  issue  that  n> 
distinctly  un  republican,  un  Amei  ican, 
boetile  to  the  principles  of  tbe  Decla 
ration  of  IndepeudtsicC  ou  which 
this  republic  wiw  foundetl. 

We  bold  it  to  be  a  wlf-evnleut  fact, 
that  tbe  demonetization  of  silver  m 
1873  aud  (in  consequence  thereof) 
tbe  increased  pure  lowing  power 
gold  as  the  sole  metallic  legal  lender 
money,  is  to-day  undermining  patriot 
ism  and  independence^  impoverishing 
and  demoralizing  tbe  people,  and 
degrading  tbe  wage  twiner  to  u  eon 
dition  of  mere  serfdom,  iu  order 
that  an  alien  money  system  shall  be 
permanently  established. 

With  tbe  fruits  of  gold  mouoinet 
allism  ripening  all  about  us  in  com¬ 
mercial  stagnation  and  distress,  with 
hard  times  become  chronic,  with  tbe 
Republican  party  in  a  position  to  de¬ 
clare  against  tbe  un-American  policy 
of  finance  Cleveland  and  Carlisle  have 
porsued  under  tbe  stolen  livery  of 
“Democracy,’’  they  have  decla  red  that 
under  a  banner  labeled  “Republican 
tbe  same  gold  standard  shall  be  main 
tained.

elusive  gold  basis  because  England 
and  Germany  has  it.'  But  w#  answer, 
this  country  and  this  government,  by 
the  people,  for  the  people  and  of  tbe 
people,  was  established  with  the  ex 
press  object  of  throwing  off  the  yoke 
of  oppression  of  King-governed  Eur¬ 
ope.  Jay  Gould  may  want  a  mon¬ 
archy,  but  none  of  it  for  us.  Aud  we 
shall  oppose  to  the  bittsr  end  all  at¬ 
tempts  by  tbe  money  lords  of  Europe 
and  America  to  forge  anew  and  bind 
upon  us  tbe  shackles  of  oppression.

Glen  Ridge  Votes  to  Bond  for 
Good  Roads. 

Ou  Tuesday, a  vote  of  157  to 
61,  the  legal  voters  of  Glen  Ridge 
Borough  deciddftiu  favor  of  an  issue 
of  bonds  too  the  tmouut  of  160,000  fur 
permanent  stredl  improvements. 

This  decisive ^usjority  iu  favor  of 
boudiug  moat  If*  taken  to  be 
affirmation,  with  emphasis,  of  tbe 
majorities  heretofore  given  whenever 
an  appeal  has  IWeu  had  to  the  ballot 
on  the  issue  of  *home  rule"  iu  Glen 
Ridge. 

Though  anolAer  decisive  popular 
victory  has  been  recorded,  the -Bor¬ 
ough  Council  will  Dot  be  permitted  to 
proceed  at  onoe^lo  improve  the  streets 
and  issue  bund*;*  a  writ  of  certiorari 
having  been  obtained  by  Gallagher  A 
Richards  on  Sufbday  last,  by  which 
further  proceed^gs  can  be  delayed 
until  a  decision^  is  rendered  in  the 
Supreme  Courfc  upon  a  question 
raised  as  to  the  £fegality  of  the  Bor 
ough  Council’s  fiction. 

The  issue  raided  is  that  the  law  of 

1891,  uuder  whfch  the  bonds  rre  to 
be  issued,  cou^cts  with  a  law  of 

1892,  relating  ta^Borougha. 

The  Borough  Council  took  advant¬ 
age  of  the  law  of  1891,  which  explic 
itlv  authorizes  tB^  issue  of  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  tffil.OOO  “for  improving 
the  roadB,  struts  and  highways, 
either  in  whole  Cft  in  part.” 

The  law  of  l£&2  could  have  been 
adopted,  but  it  provides  for  bonding 
to  the  extent  of  10  per  cent  of  tbe 
amount  of  assessed  valuation  of  prop 
erty  in  the  Borough,  for  general  pur 
poses,  instead  of  Specially  for  roads, 
and  that  it  shall  be  done  “upon  peti¬ 
tion  or  consent  in  writihg  signed  by 
tbe  owners  of  thore  than  one-half  in 
value  of  the  taxable  property  in  the 
Borough."  ; 

The  Council  tyas  free  to  proceed 
under  either  la*S  and  chose  tbe  first ; 
aud  doubtless,  "tom  the  result  of  the 
election,  could » easily  supplement  it 
by  obtaining  th^consent  of  tbe  own 
ers  of  ons  half  ok  property  valuation 
if  necessary. 

The  two  lawif.Nlo  not  in  any  way 
apparent  conflict  nor  does  the  later 
one  act  as  a  repWder  of  the  first. 

It  is  possible  Jo  delay  the  work  of 
improvement  Witil  a  decision 
reached  in  NoilMnber.  The  Utigant 
nameil  in  the  4vrit  of  certiorari  is 
John  Oakes  sf  Glen  Ridge,  but  the 
action  taken  is  Aimply  a  renewal  of 
boetilitiessby  diriwtrou  of  the  Town 
ahip  of  BlooirttUld.  This  involves 
more  litigation  Aid  another  fat  legal 
bill  for  the  TowEsbip  to  pay  as  well 
as  expenses  of  tourL  The  busim 
men  of  Bloomfield  are  freely  express¬ 
ing  tbe  opinion  -that  Bloomfield 
had  enough  t  oUble  and  litigation 
this  matter  and  should  atop  iL  They 
say  money  woukl  be  better  spent  iu 
improving  streets  iu  ihe  township 
than  in  having  -lawyers  spend  it  try¬ 
ing  to  prevdkil  improvements  in 
Glen  Rklge.
